No m a tte r how selfish and spend­ 
thrift m en m ay be in m anaging soil 
wealth, they will be unable to com ­ 
pletely bank rupt the universe be­ 
cause those who draw upon this 
hoard of wealth will find their check s 
returned for insufficient funds while 
the bank of nature still is solvent. 
Agronom ists at Ohio State univer­ 
sity ex plain this seeming contradic­ 
tion by say ing that nature does not 
have faith in m a n’s ability to handle 
unlimited 
wealth. 
The 
soil con­ 
tains hundreds of tim es the am ounts 
of nitrogen, phosphorus, and potash 
rem oved by any series of crops but 
nature slam s down the pay ing tell­ 
e r ’s window when destructive crop­ 
ping is overdone. 
P lant foods are not placed loosely 
in the soil so hungry plants can re­ 
move them completely in a few 
y ears. 
There is a certain amount 
of fertility in new soil that can be 
rem oved q uick ly by fa rm crops. 
After that bonus is rem oved, the re ­ 
m ainder of the wealth is controlled 
in a trust fund and can be obtained 
only piecem eal 
and 
by 
following 
the laws of nature. 
Pioneers found the soil bountiful 
in its returns for labor ex pended. 
E ach succeeding generation has dis­ 
covered that these returns become 
hard er to obtain unless the bounty 
of the soil is rew arded by a partial 
return of the elem ents it releases. 
Some garden spots have been tilled 
for m ore than 100 y ears and still 
y ield as well as they did originally .

sity o f Wisco nsin. 
Th at su ch cro ps respo nd to so il 
m anagement is ev ident fro m tests 
carried o n in a nu mber o f Wisco nsin 
co u nties in wh ich fertilizers co ntain­ 
ing ph o sph o ru s and po tash were ap­ 
plied to small grains and seedings 
o f clo v er and alfalfa.

Crowded Trains Our passenger traffic 
volume was up 102 per cent last year as com­ 
pared with 1941. Gasoline rationing, in our 
territory, will increase that volume even more 
this year. 


The Santa Fe must handle this additional 
load with its present passenger cars, as no more 
Cars will be built during the war. 
Late Trains In these days o f unprece­ 
dented passenger volume it is not always pos­ 
sible to maintain schedules with on-time reg­ 
ularity . . . and since military trains have the 
right-of-way over everything else, they often 
cause our regular p a s s e n g e r trains to he 
delayed. 
At many stations along the line, mail and ex­ 
press are heavier than in normal times —and 
take longer to load, This is another reason 
why trains are delay ed.
